Some F am ilial Types of Squash. 


S(|imrh occupies a new position 
rn tho list of su m m er foods since 
it was discovered th at it is most 
delicious in u s baby stage. 
Any 
su m m er squash or m arro w can bo 
picked when it is a week old or 
less, nnd boiled bricdy in its skin 
with others like it, to m ake a dish 
that has few rivals. 
"Squash ’ is an A m erican Indian 
word and m ost of the varieties 
which we now grow are descended 
alm ost directly from those used by 
the Indians bt fore tile w hite m en 
cam e. 
It is so closely rt latcd to 
the pum pkin th at m anv of the v a ri­ 
eties we Rn av ar. pum pkins are, 
botanic.illy, squash, an I m an y so­ 
called squashes crc pumi kins, ii 
one wishes to be m eticulous. 
The different varieties of squash 
differ in shape m ore than in any 
other way. 
There a rc two general 
classes, m e usually called su m m er 
squat ii, which arc eaten when the 
rin d is soft, the other winter squash, 
winch are allowed to m atu re with 
h a rd rinds, and which keep quite 
well into Hie winter. 
With the first group the a m a ­ 
teur should classify the m arrow s, 
including the Italian cocozelle, all 
of which grow ui bush form. 
They 
Vi, iy bo eaten e i’J u r 
n 


dago, or allowed to m atu re, as 
you choose. 
B ut early use m ay 
bo 
recom m ended. 
The 
fruits, 
shaped like slender cucum bers, are 
delicious in tho baby stage, two to 
six inches long. 
A little larger, 
they m a y be sliced and fried like 
egg plant. 
In the m a tu re stage, 
when they re a c h several pounds in 
weight, they a re usually baked. 
The w inter squashes include a 
group which can be baked, and are 
as sw eet as melons. 
Among them 
are Des Moines or Table Queen, 
which is said to have been grown 
by the Indians; B uttercup, Sweet 
Potato, and others, each of which 
has its advocates as the sw eetest 
of all. 
Squashes a rc am ong the ten der­ 
est of plants. 
The seeds should be 
sown only after the ground i,s thor­ 
oughly w arm . 
Sow in rich soil in 
the full sun, with 8 to IO feet be­ 
tween the vine varieties and 3 to 5 
feet for the bush sorts. 
The squash 
borer is the principal en em y and the 
best protection ag ainst it is to cover 
the vine with soil at sev eral joints.
